the implement is named ‘“‘ bar,” but why ‘‘ crow?” 
The dictionary makers are silent as to the primal mean- 
ing or derivation. Weoster says: ‘‘A bar of iron 
sharpened at one end, and used asa lever.” The Cen- 
tury dictionary: ‘‘A bar of iron with a wedge-shaped 
end, sometimes slightly bent and forked, used as a 
lever or pry. Also called simply crow.” The Stand- 
ard dictionary: ‘‘ A straight iron or steel bar, always 
flattened or squared, and sometimes bent at one end, 
often furnished with a claw at one end and a point at 
the other: used primarily as a lever.” So far, so good. 
But none of them goes far enough. 

We would be glad to hear from the philological 
savants of the Hardware trade. Where does the word 
‘“crow”’ come from, and what does it mean in this con- 
nection? Isit because the bar is black, or that its use 
enables man to crow over the forces of nature?

The Passing of the Horse. 


The wonderful development of natural forces, as ap- 
plied to the uses of man, that is going on so rapidly 
and relentlessly about us, causes many changes in the 
economy of civilization. In no direction, perhaps, is 
this more manifest than in the displacement of the 
horse. <Any careful observer will note the quiet but 
great change that has taken place during the last few 
years, in relation to the practical uses of this animal— 
so long the ever necessary servant of man. It is clearly 
apparent that the day of the horse is about at an end. 

For some time to come, a comparatively few may be 
used for convenience or as a luxury, but eventually, 
like the candle which we now and then see, he will 
practically pass out of sight. Evidences of this may 
be seen upon every hand. We hear the owners of liv- 
ery stables bitterly complaining of the great falling off 
in their business. This is especially true in the coun- 
try, where formerly the young men were wont to take 
their best girls out for a drive, or went in parties by 
themselves to favorite resorts. : 

Now all this is changed. Bicycle parties are the 
popular feature everywhere. In Chicago recently 
there were three thousand wheelmen in parade line; 
and it is estimated that in that city alone, there are 
fully one hundredthousand cycle riders. Multiply this - 
fact by the country at large, and one can gain some 
idea of the present use of the bicycle as a means of 
transportation. Some may say that the present bicycle 
boom is but a passing craze. Any bicycle rider who 
has felt the exhilarating and health-giving results of 
cycle exercise, will soon dispose of such a supposition. 
No, the cycle will stay; progression 1s the law, and 
events do not move backwards. Still greater improve- 
ments are in store for the wheel, and a more extended 
use will follow. 

The electric car has forever banished the horse car, 
even in the smaller towns of remote civilization. Many 
private teams that were formerly kept for family use, 
have been disposed of by their owners; some through 
timidity in consequence of the great danger in private 
driving among the electric cars and bicycles, and many 
because of the advantages from the numerous trolley 
and cable lines, or the preference of the younger mem- 
bers of the family for a wheel over a horse. 

Electric car plants have become so numerous that it 
must be a pretty small place that cannot boast of an 
electric plant for light or car service. The signs of the 
times point to the electric buggy and other electric 
conveyances, as being near at hand. Thousands of 
intelligent minds the world over are intently studying 
electric phenomena, and some early day the world will 
be astonished by some lucky inventor, who will ex- 
claim: ‘‘I have found it!” With a cheaper method of 
generating the current, or a more practical system of 
storage, will come the advent of electric conveyances 
of all kinds. The electric buggy is already in this 
country, and express wagons propelled by electricity 
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have already appeared upon the streets of Paris. A 
significant hint is found in this news item, flashed from 
Paris only a few days ago: 

The race of horseless carriages from Paris to Bordeaux 
and back, a distance of 750 miles, which was started at 
noon on Monday, was finished to-day and was won by Car- 
riage No. 5, which arrived at the starting point in the Place 
d’Armes at 12.57 P.M., having covered the distance in a 
little over forty-eight hours. The winning carriage is con- 
structed on the Pachard-Levasseur system. 


The present price of horses shows the tendency of 
events; and those whose business is in any way con- 
nected with supplies for the horse, will do well to note 
the signs of the time. 

In a recent number of JMJunxsey’s Magazine, we find 
these suggestive words: 


The ordinary, everyday horse, is certainly doomed. The 
extent to which electricity has discredited and replaced him 
is exemplified by the fact that it no longer pays to breed 
horses that command but a moderate price. This asser- 
tion, startling as it is, is verified and even emphasized by 
the reports from different horse marts. It appears that last 
year the breeding of ordinary horses was discontinued all 
over the United States, and the majority of breeders have 
adhered to the same policy this season. Yet, in spite of 
the precaution, prices are steadily declining. At a recent 
sale in New York a team of six-year old cobs, warranted 
sound and kind, went for $120; a pair of large horses, hav- 
ing good knee action and being of excellent appearance, 
sound and kind, brought only $225, or $275 less than they 
were sold for two years ago. Machinery is responsible for 
this state of things—machinery driven by electric, steam, 
or cable motors. Of a total number of 11,030 miles of 
American street railways, over 5750 are operated by me- 
chanical power, which propels 6732 electric, 3317 cable, and 
1044 motorcars. A street railway concern generally en- 
gages ten horses for each carin use. It would, therefore, 
follow that by the introduction of the trolley and other me- 
chanical devices some 110,000 horses were thrown out of 
employment—-a number exceeding that now employed by 
street car companies in the United States by 20,000. 
one-half of the eighty street railway lines now in course of 
construction contemplate the employment of other than 
animal power. Five years more, and horse cars will be a 
curiosity in any but the smallest towns and villages of 
America. This is a remarkable achievement, full of prom- 
ise from a sanitary and commercial standpoint, and one 
that speaks volumes for the push and energy of American 
inventors. While European engineers, as intimated, spent 
years of time and labor in constructing a one or two horse 
power vehicle—which we are about to adopt and convert 
to our own uses—we established the gigantic cable and 
trolley system that inevitably means death to all antiquated 
forms and methods of animal power. 

Cabmen and liverymen will in the future drive and keep 
for hire motor carriages promising better profits and in- 
volving less risk. The expressman’s and truckman’s busi- 
ness will be reorganized on a broader, more economical, 
nore humane basis. Our cities will be healthier, their sub- 
urbs more accessible. The horseless vehicle will be a genu- 
ine boon to civilization.

Russian Diplomacy. 


The Russians have long been famed asa nation of 
diplomats, and what they fail to accomplish by force or 
intimidation, they bring about through statesmanship. 
Their latest apparent triumph of this character is em- 
bodied in a commercial treaty with Japan. The object 


in view is todo away with the successful competition 
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of America in Japanese markets. The new ordinance 
provides that duties levied on petroleum imported into 
Japan shall be on volume and not on weight. Such a 
measure will offset the advantage hitherto possessed by 
American dealers, as American oil is lighter than the 
Russian product, though the latter is cheaper. Amer- 
ican concerns are not afraid, however, as the treaty ex- 
isting between this country and Japan bears the ‘ fa- 
vored nation” clause, and, no doubt, if American 
interests materially suffer through the ruling of the 
Russo-Japanese treaty, the State Department may be 
relied upon to promptly remedy the existing evil. 


In connection with the recent legal victory of C. E. Jen- 
nings & Co., spoken of elsewhere, a few words about Hack 
Saws will not be out of place. Prior to Mr. Griffin's patent, 
all the Hack Saws were imported from Sheffield, and were 
costly affairs which were kept in condition by filing. Mr. 
Griffin’s invention revolutionized this branch of saw manu- 
facture. America now exports these saws to the country 
where she was formerly forced to buy, and there is practi- 
cally no foreign competition in this line, the saws being 
used in’ England, Germany, Australia, South Africa, and 
many other places. The beauty of the Griffin Saw is that 
it can be used by anyone, and will saw brass, iron, steel, 
lead pipe and metals of all kinds. The blades were de- 
signed so they could be thrown away when dull, as a new 
blade costs less than the cost of sharpening the old one, and 
it would be impossible to sharpen an old one, as the blades 
are too hard for a file to touch.

The volume contains over 300 pages, embodying a brief 
sketch of the Master Builders’ Exchange, its intents and 
purposes; the new Building law for Philadelphia and other 
ordinances relative to building, such as plumbing and house 
drainage, etc. This book will no doubt prove of inestim- 
able value to builders, architects and all classes interested 
in that line. 


The authorities of Fall River, Mass., cannot be censured 
too severely for not enforcing the law which provides for 
the inspection of boilers. Had this statute been rigidly 
enforced, the frightful explosion, which totally wrecked 
Langley’s harness shop in that city and caused an appalling 
loss of life and destruction to property, would probably 
never have occurred. The engineer of the factory made 
the statement that the boiler had not been officially inspected 
in five vears. 


Treasury Department reports put the world’s gold pro- 
duction for 1894 at $181,500,000, which is an increase of 
$23,000,000 over 1893. The silver product for 1894 was 
$214,000,000, an increase of but $1,000,000 over 1893.

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SOME BUCKEYE TOPICS. 


EDITOR HARDWARE: We are now on the eve of an indus- 
trial revival. ‘Times are getting better, and no mistake. 
improvement is felt in all branches of the trade, and al- 
though competition is fierce and crowding, the leaders of 
the trade are evidently holding their own. If it were not 
for the coal and other minor strikes at the industrial centres 
of the State, very little complaining would be heard, for the 
trades people have resigned themselves to the inevitable, 
and know that prosperity will not come back at leaps and 
bounds, but at a graduated tempo. 

The Cincinnati trade is reporting a good volume of busi- 
ness, local and outward. While movements do not come 
up to those of 1892, there is every cause for congratulation. 
The South and Southwest are buying more freely, and Ohio 
countryward shipments are also more liberal. It is true, in 
country places a conservative policy still prevails, 1.e., there 
is atendency tocover only visible wants; yet, on the whole, 
these wants make quite a bulky bill, owing to the anima- 
tion of consumers. 

Cincinnati plays now as ever an important role in the 
Hardware business. Its old houses, which have long 
achieved a national renown, have done wonderfully consid- 
ering the inroads worked by vigorous rivals South, West 
and East. They have not only maintained their old rela- 
tions with the neighboring States, particularly to the South, 
but established many new friendships. The influx of the 
newer patronage has impelled them to modernize their 
methods and premises. There is up-to-dateness wherever 
you may go now, and.go-aheadiness seems to be the watch- 
word all along the line. During the last decade scores of 
new stores have sprung up throughout the city and even 
in the suburbs, for the downtown capacity is necessarily 
limited. Despite the hard times, there have been few fail- 
ures in Cincinnati. The smaller storekeepers are, of course, 
complaining of a steadily decreasing business, but this is a 
freak of the times. Everything seems to be drifting into 
the hands of the larger dealers, and you cannot really 
blame the public for it, and since the department stores 
have gone into the Hardware business, the little man feels 
the depression at a vital spot. 

Ohio, outside of Cincinnati and Cleveland, the two great 
manufacturing centres and distributing points, is acknowl- 
edgedly a representative State in Hardware matters. It is 
full of vigorous little cities and towns, all of which control 
a good trade of their own, be it in general Hardware or spe- 
Hamilton, Columbus, Springfield, Dayton, Toledo, 
Youngstown, Canton, Akron and a dozen of lesser places 
are each, individually, doing a business to speak of, and 
what they are doing is done on modern lines. Columbus 
and Toledo are holding a good country supply business the 
year round, and their dealers’ stocks show that it is com- 
prehensive as well as profit bringing. 

Cleveland, the great iron mart of the State, should natu- 
rally be a leader in the Hardware industry, and so she is. 
Her wholesalers are covering the States and Canada in a 
thorough manner. Her manufacturers—and they are many 

have little trouble to place their output. There area 
great many specialties manufactured here that are in de- 
mand the world over, and she is still adding to her laurels. 
Cleveland has several hundred dealers, large and small, 
fifty per cent. of whom are substantial people. She also 
has her department stores, but the dealers are not afraid 
of them, simply because their enterprise is not appreciated 
by the better class of buyers. 

Travelers from the East have often told me that, as arule, 
the Ohio Hardwaremen are an intelligent and wideawake 
class of buyers, and clever people in general. They are

right. When we take up the newspapers and periodicals 
and read their advertisements, we must but agree with 
them. Printer’s ink has*in a large measure been instru- 
mental in the making of so many well-to-do Hardware deal- 
ers in this State. Then they are assiduous readers of their 
trade journals. An Ohio Hardwareman without some trade 
journal is as scarce as ‘‘hen’s teeth.”” Of course, quite a 
few of them read publications of little worth, imparting 
little information and dishing up stale news, if news it be, 
but probably they have not learned of anything better. 
This may be the case, although there is actually no ex- 
cuse forit. Ths advertising manufacturers are doing their 
utmost to get these people into the line of progress, and be- 
tween them, the publishers and traveling salesmen, there 
is no crossroad. They must eventually capitulate.

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Fuel and Solar Heat. 


If people were asked what warms our houses in these 
days of improved heating appliances, most would say, ‘It 
is heat produced by the combustion of fuel,’’ coal or wood, 
as the case might be, and this would be correct, says an 
exchange. Occasionally one would be found who would 
say, ‘‘It is the heat of the sun,” and this would be correct 
also. The fuel we burn in the present age has been pro- 
duced in a past age by the action of solar heat, to which 
all known activities available to man for increase of his 
powers, his comfort, or his pleasure can be traced. With- 
out the sun’s heat the masses of luxuriant vegetation that 
have been transformed and stored up as coal in the earth 
would never have existed. Without solar heat the trees 
whose wood is used as fuel would not have grown. Recent 
experiments of Professor Dewar indicate that at tempera- 
tures so low that oxygen liquefies, chemical action either 
ceases or-is so much diminished as to justify the inference 
that it would cease altogether at still lower temperatures. 
It is certain that all life, as we know it, whether vegetable 
or animal, would end at a temperature higher than is neces- 
sary to liquefy oxygen. Without the heat of the sun all 
things on this earth would soon reach lower temperatures 
than science has ever been able to produce artificially, and 
all life as well as all other forms of activity would termi- 
nate. If the ancient sun worshippers had even an imper- 
fect idea of the part this great orb plays in the grand ac- 
tivities of the universe, they are not to be wondered at for 
regarding it as the source of all power and benificence, and 
adoring it as such. 


Gas Stove Men Get Together. 


A recent dispatch from Toledo, Ohio, says: The gas 
stove manufacturers from all parts of the United States met 
at the Boody House for the purpose of holding a meeting 
to take action in regard to doing away with the ruinous 
competition in the sale of gas stoves. The session was held 
behind closed doors, but enough leaked out to show that 
the manufacturers of gas stoves have decided to forma 
combination to regulate the manufacture and sale of stoves 
throughout the United States. The parties present hail 
from every portion of the United States from Maine to Cali- 
fornia. Among the list of those who attended the meeting 
were: William H. Emerson, Boston; George D. Becker, 
Chicago; F. L. Gordon, New York; C. L. Gordon, New 
Orleans; D. E. Cahn, Detroit; Stanhope Boal, Piqua, Ohio; 
C. E. Hawke, Buffalo, and about twenty others. A com- 
ulittee was appointed to arrange for the formation of the 
combination and to report to the manufacturers at a future 
meeting. It is stated that the capital involved in the pro- 
posed trust will aggregate $9,000, 000. 


Knife for Anglers. 


A Sheffield manufacturer has brought out a knife that is 
taking well among English fishermen. It is composed of a 
strong blade, scissors, corkscrew, leather borer, saw and 
bait disgorger, and a particularly useful combination at the 
end, whhich constitutes the principal feature of novelty in 
the knife. In case the fisherman desires to weight his line, 
an easy method of slitting the shot results from placing it 
under the sharp cutter provided for the purpose, when, as 
the lever is pressed into place, it makes the pellet ready for 
the gut, with a nick of exactly the requisite depth. Then 
instead of closing the shot round the gut, as so often has to 
be done, by biting between the teeth, it is moved to the 
.extreme end of the knife and adjusted, and is shut by the 
pressure of the lever in a minimumof time. The lever 
serves the purpose of niprers, but is equally useful, when 
closed, as a hand vise for wrapping or fly making. The 
knife is not ungainly in size and it presents an exceedingly 
handsome appearance.

A Material Extension.

This 
four-story building was bought by the Wire Goods Co. 
about a year ago, The corporation also owns the old White 
factory which joins it on the south, and thus with its main 
factory on Union Street, owns an entire block or square.

Department Storekeepers Indicted. 


The Grand Jury has indicted eleven of the heads of the 
large department and dry goods stores of this city, for sell- 
ing bogus silverware stamped ‘Sterling’ or ‘‘Coin.” If 
these dealers knew that they were handling spurious goods 
and wilfully deceived their patrons by using the ‘* Ster- 
ling’ mark, no punishment can be too severe for them, as 
the offense is as flagrant as counterfeiting. Thirty-two 
samples of silverware collected at haphazard were exaimn- 
ined and tested by the United States Assayer. Of this 
number, only one sample reached the standard required by 
law, i.e., .925. Five obtained the average of .goo; one 
showed only .ooo4, and some had no silver whatever in 
their composition.

Many letters have fallen into my hands between that day 
and this—some freighted with pleasant things and more 
with tidings of loss or sorrow—but no one of them has 
so stirred and excited me as did this. It was read three 
times at that sitting; twice on the way home, and over and 
over to the foiks at home. Then #yeut the rounds among 
my schoolmates, and my little brothers began to look up to 
me as one set aside for important things. Uponthe whole, 
I did not feel very small myself. I will never forget the 
hearty good will with which Mark Rowland received the 
news of my fortune, and the generous wishes with which 
he speeded me upon my way. 

(A word of digression here. These details, taken actually 
from the life of a country boy who has passed on into a 
commonplace man, are not penned for those who have 
found some royal road to wealth and honor. I have felt 
that they might touch a sympathetic chord in the hearts of 
some men who have traveled a like road; recall to more 
than one the boyish hopes, the aspirations, the privations of 
early life. And there is another class whom I would reach

My father preserved a non-committal silence through all 
this excitement. He did not give his consent, nor did he 
refuse it. My mother grieved not a little to think that a 
second of her sons was to leave the home-nest over which 
she brooded with such loving care, but from the first I 
knew that her judgment and sympathies were with me. 
The younger boys, Frank and Charlie, received with scorn 
unutterable any suggestion of refusal; and so, in the even- 
ing of this fated day, I sat me down by the kitchen table, 
and wrote my reply. 

Two weeks were yet to elapse before the time set for de- 
parture, but on the following morning I drew from its corner 
in the attic the family trunk, and began to pack. The boys 
were on hand, with ready willingness to lenda hand. We 
carefully dusted it, inside and out, lined it with a loose 
newspaper, and then looked about for the goods with which 
it was to be filled.

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There was a great deal of expansive emptiness about that 
trunk when we shut down the lid. 

Two weeks will slip away, even when an impatient 
youngster is watching their slow departure. There came, 
at last, a crisp morning in February, when the old gray 
mare and buggy were brought around to the door, the 
trunk strapped on, farewells said, and the journey of life 
commenced. A near-by chum, George Strohm, had volun- 
teered to go along and bring the travelirg outfit home. A 
drive of three hours saw us at the door of Samson & Crown, 
and when my trunk was slipped under a back counter, and 
I had seen George through his dinner and started for home, 
I felt myself indeed a citizen of the world, and turned to 
the mysteries of store-keeping with a zealous enthusiasm.

Roads in Europe. 


To an American visiting Europe there is nothing more 
impressive than the general excellence of the roads. Their 
climate is more rainy than ours, and their roads, 
under the same conditions, would probably be even 
worse than those usually met within America. But 
in England, in France, in Germany, and in Swit- 
zerland, everywhere one goes, the excellence of 
the roads is a constant source of surprise to one 
visiting those countries. During the last summer 
it was my fortune to take a long drive in the Alps.

But the matter of chief significance to those interested in 
good roads is the fact that, although we drove from twenty- 
five to fifty miles a day for more than a month in these 
mountainous regions, the whole tiip was done with one 
No change was made, and none was 
needed.

The new Wheeler Press, with Wheeler’s patent solid pit- 
man, here shown, is manufactured by Frank Wheeler & 
Son, Meriden, Conn. It has a double clutch mechanism, 
automatic brake, and positive stopup action. The clutch, 
as well as the adjustment, is an entirely new style. The 
makers say that in offering this new Press, they feel confi- 
dent they are offering ‘‘a machine in every point without 
a superior, and in many respects without an equal. Its con- 
ception and construction was the result of concentrated 
thought and numberless experiments, extending through a 
term of years, by a thoroughly practical mechanic, who 
being thrown into everyday contact with machines of this 
character, became thoroughly acquainted with the defects 
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existing in them and was therefore eminently fitted to pro- 
duce a machine which for points of excellency and durabil- 
ity we do not hesitate to say stands obviously pre-eminent 
among its contemporaries.” In detailed description of the 
Press they say: The incline adjustment is a new and val- 
uable feature. Among the various devices now in use for 
adjusting the punch in a pitman press or a press in which 
motion or force is communicated to the punch from a crank 
through the intervention of a pitman and gate or slide, are 
notably the screw and nut or eccentric at the top or bottom 
of the pitman, and the ratchet or V thread screw clamped 
between strapped ends at the top and bottom of the screw; 
any and all of which have served well in the art of press 
building, impressing the builder with the wants and re- 
quirements of a perfect machine. The screw or nut ar- 
rangement answers very well for light work; but for heavy 
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pressure, the’strain coming all on the threads of the screw, 
it will not stand for any length of time. Another device is 
to place an eccentric ring around the crank pin, which is 
clamped by a screw in the top of the pitman. This, also, 
when subdjected to heavy strain is liable to, and often does, 
give great annoyance by slipping. Numberless other ar- 
rangements have been brought forward, only to develop 
some new fault equally as serious. By placing a sliding 
box on the top of the pitman, Mr. Wheeler wholly over- 
comes all of the objections existing in prior devices. The 
solid pitman is so arranged that all the strain and pressure 
comes upon solid metal; the lower end of the pitman being 
seated in the solid metal of the slide or gate, and not rest- 
ing upon a screw or pin. The great adjustment of which 
this arrangement admits without weakening any of the 
parts of the Press is a feature to be considered. It is also 
very handy for adjusting the punch to the die, as by simply 
turning a screw after loosening the clamping nut, the box 
is easily moved up or down the incline to the desired posi- 
tion, making one of the finest and most delicate adjust- 
ments in use. The pressure at the time when the Press is 
doing its heaviest work is brought squarely upon the end 
of the pitman, thereby relieving the adjusting screw and 
clamping nut from all strain, and entirely obviating the 
tendency to slip or strip the thread of the screw. The 
double clutch is another very desirable feature of this new 
machine, since by its use the cramping, wringing and twist- 
ing tendencies common in clutches where the contact is 
made at only one point is entirely obviated. By using the 
double clutch two points of contact are made simulta- 
neously, on directly opposite sides of and in and near the 
centre of Press shaft. This is an entirely new style of 
clutch mechanism. The automatic brake is another and 
desirable feature embodiedin this machine. By its use the 
Press is stopped—not suddenly with a jolt and jar, as in 
other machines of this class—but gradually and so easily 
that not the least unevenness is perceptible in the running 
of the machine. The brake is perfectly automatic in its 
operation and needs no attention from the operator. The 
brake is so constructed as to take up all wear automatic 
self-oiling device, and needs little or no attention.

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PRACTICAL TALKS TO HARDWAREMEN. 


PICTORIAL WINDOW DISPLAYS. 


The difficulties in the way of combining articles of Hard- 
ware in figures intended for Window Display, are hardly 
appreciated by any but those who have ‘‘been there.” It 
seems easy enough to say ‘‘ use such and such an article 
for this or that,” but to get the best article for each part, 
perhaps a dozen or more suggestions will be tried before 
securing the right thing. 

In arranging a display of ‘‘ pictorial representation” to 
be made of builders’ Hardware, we discovered a few such 
difficulties. It was intended to have a large panel, nearly 
eight feet high by four feet wide, as a background for the 
main display, this panel to be covered with designs in Hard- 
ware articles. It was plain sailing, making a telephone, for 
the top of the board, of a door bell. A file handle painted 
black connected to a chalk line made the transmitter; a 
knob attached to a piece of bent wire made the crank; gilt 
letters on the box read ‘‘Ring up g1.” It was also easy to 
make in large letters below the ‘phone, out of chain bolts, 
shutter bars, sash hooks, etc., ‘‘ For 1895 Hardware,” while 
to fasten on each side of the board fancy hinges, and butts 
in the various finishes, was purely mechanical. The trouble 
began with the centre piece; this was separated from the 
top and sides by bronze sash chain, and represented a bi- 
cycle. The spokes were wire 20d. nails, tires of coiled 
door springs, sprocket wheel, a brass screw pulley, withscrew 
cut off, connected to the other wheel with brass jack chain. 

One of the articles suggested for the handle bar was a 
wire ceiling hook. We even got so far along as to put onit 
a coating of aluminum bronze, before discovering the diffi- 
culties between a ‘‘ full face” and a ‘‘ profile” view. Then 
the seat! The board stood nearly a day before we could 
think of what to use. Then the thumb piece of a thumb 
latch was cut off close to the pin hole, and we had a first- 
class saddle. 

It is not to be wondered at that a display requiring much 
work, should stand for some time. We used our panel in 
various combinations and positions for nearly two months. 
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‘OUR LADY CUSTOMERS,” 

In order to be prepared to supply the wants of a com- 
munity, that is, to get all the business you can, it is im- 
portant to know the class of customers that come to your 
store, and also the proportion of men, women and children. 

If the men are the principal customers and every induce- 
ment and attraction made for them, the wants of others are 
often ignored, and, because the proportion of ladies is 
smaller than that of the men, their trade is apt to be under- 
valued. 

Our eyes were opened to the importance of this question 
while discussing the advisability of having a working dis- 
play of certain cooking utensils. We objected to the trav- 
eler’s proposition on the ground that not enough ladies 
came to the store to warrant the undertaking. It was finally 
decided to record the number of people who entered the 
store in a given period of time, and classify them. A boy 
was stationed in a convenient place to keep the record. 

The afternoon of a certain Friday in May was selected. 
setween 2.30 and 3.30 the record showed a total of 40 peo- 
ple, composed of 26 men, 5 ladies, 9 boys. 

In the evening of the same day, between 7 and 8, the 
total was 67—28 men, 14 women, 17 boys, 8 girls. While 
on Saturday morning from 9.30 to 10.30 the total ran up to 
52—53 men, 14 women, Io boys and 5 girls. 

In the study of these figures, one’s curiosity was excited 
as to the kind and quantity of goods in demand by the 
ladies. 


An investigation revealed a surprising number among 
the ladies of what may be termed ‘‘ business women ”— 
women who, having property in their own name, attend in 
person to all the details connected therewith, from ques- 
tions of taste, as selecting shades of paint, to questions of 
utility, as in choosing trimmings in Hardware for a house; 
proving in the conduct of their business affairs very desir- 
able customers; generally knowing what they want, al- 
though, of course, not familiar with the technical names.

Where They Learn to Ride. 


Now that the New York Four Hundred have so unhesi- 
tatingly endorsed the wheel, a few lines regarding a lead- 
ing cycle school should not be amiss. In the beginning of 
the season Spalding’s Cycle Academy was located in the Roof 
Garden at Madison Square, but now the summer season 
being here, the Roof Garden is wanted for a different kind 
of attraction. This necessitated a removal to the amphi- 
theatre, which is much better fitted forthe purpose. Those 
who wish to be up-to-date and do the proper thing, are rush- 
ing to be instructed, and daily large crowds may be seen en- 
deavoring to maintain their equilibrium astride the silent 
steed. The patrons of the Garden school keep thirty-six 
instructors very busy. Old and young, great and small, 
all seem to have gone daft on the subject of wheeling. At 
the school a check system is in operation. One who wishes 
to receive instruction procures a check, and waits till his 
number is called, and is then entitled to a half hour’s in- 
struction. Some pupils frequently have to wait until night 
before their turn comes around. It may not be flattering 
to the vanity of the lords of creation to know that the ladies 
always learn more readily than the men. Some of the 
stout people say that they ride to reduce their weight, while 
their thinner companions take this form of exercise to de- 
velop themselves more fully. It is a poor rule that won't 
work both ways. Very few of the ladies affect fancy cos- 
tumes, most of them preferring a suitable serge skirt. One 
can learn to ride in five lessons if instructions are followed 
closely. The secret lies in confidence; the person possess- 
ing the most of the quality will ride first. Many think they 
know it all, until they get on the wheel; this class prove 
the hardest to instruct, and others think they will never 
learn. Pupils may be seen spinning around the Academy 
floor, apparently knowing how to ride with the best, but as 
soon as they essay to ride on the street, the confidence de- 
serts them and they get rattled.

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Corner Desk and Credit Man. 


The Man at the Corner Desk of W. Bingham Co., Cleve- 
land, discourses this month in these words:

The credit man of every large house is a hard worker, 
and he gets about as much appreciation from the general 
public as the stage villain. He comes out strongest and 
makes himself most prominent when things go wrong, and 
by his efforts to protect his house it is not unseldom he is 
blamed for creating a condition of things he most deplores. 
The letters he writes are mainly about overdue accounts, 
and unpleasant features attending collections, and all things 
considered, it is perhaps not strange if he is made the target 
of considerable ill regard. At the same time, the honest 
merchant who will keep his agreements has no better friend 
than this same credit man. He has but little chance to 
show his kindliness, for beyond the formal acknowledg- 
ment of remittances he has but little communication with 
such customers, but it is with peculiar satisfaction that he 
stamps the orders as all right and notes the remittances and 
friendly letters. He can and does very often do such cus- 
tomers a good turn, for the credit man of one house is con- 
stantly in receipt of inquiries from other establishments 
concerning the standing of firms about the country seeking 
to open accounts, and his good or bad report is accepted at 
its face—but the customers never hear of it and do not 
know the extent to which they are indebted to their city 
friend, the credit man. 

He makes mistakes, of course, though not often, and it is 
impossible not to fall into error sometimes where there is 
such a field to be covered, where everything is so largely 
a matter of personal judgment, and where the major por- 
tion of the questions arising demand instant decision; in- 
deed, it is a matter of congratulation that the mistakes are 
so few. Conflicting and indefinite reports must be recon- 
ciled, and he must often gather by a process of induction— 
by reading between the lines of a letter, or from trifling oc- 
currences which to others would have no meaning—facts 
which an untrained man would miss. He must know of 
local financial disturbances and crop failures—just the sec- 
tion affected and to what extent; he is anxious to ascertain 
the moral risk—the character of the men whose accounts 
he handles—for this is becoming more and more an im- 
portant factor in business; he is obliged to k1.ow the col- 
lection laws of various States, and if a woman owns an in- 
terest in a business her exact position in the firm isin some 
States a matter of close consideration; he has a general 
idea of the condition of all the running accounts on the 
books of his house, and this alone requires no small amount 
of application if his house is of the size of the W. Bingham 
Co., withits thousands of active accounts.

while at its highest or lowest point of elevation, but at an 
intermediate point can be opened to move the pipe. When 
the stirrup is closed the nut locks it at the top and at the 
same time draws the movable part against an incline around 
the screw bolt, making it rigid and tight, preventing any 
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rattling noise from the vibration of the building or steam 
pipe, and causes both sides of the stirrup to sustain equally 
the weight upon them.

HARTFORD HARDWARE CLERKS’ ASSOCIATION. 

The Hardware clerks of Hartford, Conn., have organ- 
ized, and are conducting with great success an association 
for mutual profit and pleasure. We have taken consider- 
able interest in watching this movement from the start, and 
in crder that their plans and purposes might be laid before 
the great body of Hardware clerks of the country, have 
asked a leading member thereof to prepare a brief account 
of the origin of the club, which is here given: 

‘The first thought of the Hardware Clerks’ Association 
was suggested by a supper given by the clerks of one of the 
Hardware stores, on the occasion of the retirement from 
the business of a fellow clerk. At that time the ‘boys’ 
proved themselves of such executive ability, especially at 
the well spread table, that the idea of repeating the experi- 
ment once a year immediately found hearty support. The 
high class oratory, the bright and witty stories, and the

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general good feeling manifested, made a favorable 1mpres- 
sion.

‘‘One meeting was held in connection with a ‘trolley 
ride’ out to Elm Tree Inn, a romantic old tavern in the 
beautiful suburban town of Farmington, about eight miles 
out from the city. A more appropriate place for a Hard- 
ware clerks’ banquet would be hard to find, as every fea- 
ture of old colonial architecture has been carefully pre- 
served, and some of the specimens of antique Hardware 
ought some day to find an appropriate resting place in a 
museum.

A dispatch from Albany, under date of June 17th, says: 
Upon the application of the trustees of the Perry Stove 
Co., of this city, one of the largest stove manufacturing 
firms in the United States, an application for a voluntary 
liquidation was filed in the Supreme Court, and Judge Furs- 
man has appointed Gen. Selden E. Marvin, of this city, as 
receiver, who has given bonds and taken possession of the 
affairs of the corporation. The receiver is authorized to 
continue the manufacturing business without interruption, 
and with the complete stock on hand all orders can be filled. 
The stockholders at their annual meeting decided that the 
condition and the prospects of the company made it unde- 
sirable to continue the business on its present basis. The 
company was originally started six years ago, with a capital 
stock which has proved inadequate for the prosecution of 
its work on a scale large enough to be profitable, and in the 
depressed condition of business it has not been found fea- 
sible to increase it. It has, therefore, been wisely decided 
to liquidate its affairs in a voluntary manner, as provided 
by law, while its assets are amply sufficient to meet its obli- 
gations. With property which is valued at nearly three 
times the amount of its indebtedness, there can be no 
doubt of its meeting its obligations in full.

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Col. Ben Lovell: A Deserved Tribute. 


The following generous and truthful tribute to a gentle- 
man well known in the Hardware trade, is from a recent 
number of the New York Recorder: 

Cycling from the start has been a queer game, and one, 
too, that required many friends before it got fairly on its 
feet. It is not so very long ago that a cyclist was more 
a subject of ridicule than any other citizen; looked upon as 
a ‘‘dude,” or light-minded, if nothing more harmful, and 
unworthy the slightest notice—a thing to be kicked and 
buffeted about by any hoodlum or road hog. From the be- 
ginning of cycling in this country the makers have been its 
strongest bulwarks, and to them, individually and collect- 
ively, is due the credit for the proud position we riders 
of the bicycle hold. For are we not the ‘‘fad’’ of the 
hour? To be acyclist nowadays is an honor, and the vet- 
eran, even of a season’s standing, is regarded by the unin- 
itiated as a superior being. To the members of the trade, 
therefore, we owe much, as it was their pluck and their 
money that have made for us our position. Through the 














purchase of space by them in the pages of papers and maga- 
zines we have won over to our side the publishers of nearly 
every kind of journal. What has been the effect of this dis- 
tribution of money? Weare talked about favorably, and the 
opinions of learned people in all professions have found pub- 
licity which might otherwise have occurred, but it is doubtful. 

Among the men who early felt the benefits of cycling, 
and did not hesitate to expend money, is Col. Ben S. Lov- 
ell, of Boston, treasurer of the John P. Lovell Arms Co., 
of that city. Their firm name has been a familiar one for 
over fifty years, having been established in 1840, doing a 
sporting goods and gun business.

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The Eureka Wire Fence Machine. 


The illustration herewith shows the Eureka Wire Fence 
Machine put on the market by the Eureka Fence Co., 
Richmond, Ind. It has been designed to build an all 
wire fence in the fields to conform with the lay of the land. 
The manufacturers state that it is simple in its principles 
and construction, and thus one can easily learn to operate 
it. This machine consists of three principal parts, viz.: 
the loom, frame and spooler. -The loom has two spools in 
the centre upon which the vertical wires are wound, and 
are held in place by a bolt which serves as a tension at the 
same time. These vertical wires pass through the outer or 
end wheels, over anti-friction rollers, and are twisted around 
the horizontal wires as often as thought best. Slots are 
cut in the end wheels, into which the horizontal wires are 
passed preparatory to the twisting of the vertical wires 
around them. The frame guides the loom down across the 
horizontal wires and holds the loom firmly in position while 
the twist is being made. This frame has notches in it, 
which serves to space the wires regularly. The spooler, as 
its name indicates, is used for spooling the wire. It has a 
large driving wheel, adding greatly to the speed with which 
the wire may be spooled. It is easily fastened, and firmly 
held in place by means of a large thumb screw. Any size 
wire may be used for the line wires, but numbers 12, 13 or 








14 are the sizes best adapted for use as cross wires. ‘‘ Every 
person understands that substantial end posts are essential 
for any form of wire and picket fence, or an all-wire fence. 
These should be placed in position so as to remain as firm 
as a rock, by means of braces, etc. Holes should be bored 
through one of the end posts, so that the wires may be 
passed through and wound tight by the ratchets. These 
should be so spaced as to correspond with the notches in 
the frame. Place wire on reel at this ratchet post, run out 
the upper wire, fastening it securely to the finishing post, 
and as you return fasten this wire in position by staples 
lightly tacked to upper part of every third, fourth or fifth 
post, - the frequency depending largely upon the distance be- 
tween these posts. Take all the slack out of this wire possible 
by hand, cut off wire and pass through post, fastening 
to ratchet. Draw this wire tight. A good plan, where 
long stretches of wire are made, is for two persons to take 
hold of this wire, and by united effort take out the slack, 
having one to hold the wire at second post by means of 
pliers placed on side of same next to end post, and thus 
using this post asa fulcrum. If the slack is not well taken 
out before drawing it up by the ratchet, the spool becomes 
full. Run out each wire in the same manner until all the 
wires are placed in position. Go to the ratchet post, draw 
the top wire tight, if slack; then the second, and so on until 
all are drawn tight. See that all the wires are stretched 
evenly and tight. Take frame and place in position near 
ratchet post, placing loom in same, holding it in place at 
upper part of frame until wire is placed in slots of the frame; 
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drop the loom so that the wire may pass into the slots in 
outer wheels of loom. See that the vertical wires from 
spools are passed through and between the anti-friction 
rollers sufficiently far enough to press against the frame be- 
fore twisting. Turn crank of loom towards you a sufficient 
number of times to make the desired number of twists 
around the horizontal wires ending with slot upward in 
twister that received the wire at first. Pressdown the loom 
until the second wire enters the lower slot, then set the 
loom in motion again by means of the crank turned in the 
same direction you did at first. Continue in same manner 
until the lower wire is reached. Force loom and frame 
away from the fence and cut the vertical wires as shown in 
the illustration. Place frame and loom in position further 
along the line corresponding to the width of the frame and 
repeat the operation. The makers further state that aside 
from the low price at which this fence can be built, it makes 
a neat, visible and very substantial fence. Winds will not 
affect it. It does not cause the snow to drift, and the fence 
rows can be kept neat and clean at all times from the 
growth of weeds, briers and underbrush. The vertical or 
cross wires prevent the spreading of the horizontal wires, 
and are so fastened that they cannot be moved. It does 
not injure stock. It lessens the number of posts so neces- 
sary in the construction of all other forms of fence. By the 
use of iron or steel posts it makes a fence fireproof and one 
that will last a lifetime.” 


New York Hardware Club. 


The special meeting of the New York Hardware Club, 
called for June 20th, to act upon several proposed amend- 
ments, was quite largely attended, and changes proposed 
in the constitution were made by almost unanimous votes. 

The meeting was held in the library at 12 M, President 
W. H. Williams in the chair. The minutes of the last meet- 
ing were read by Secretary Varick and approved. The 
chair briefly explained the proposed amendments, and was 
followed by Brace Hayden, who urged the advantages that 
would arise from an increased membership. 

A. P. Mitchell and Charles F. Clark were appointed tel- 
lers. 

The first amendment voted upon and carried was: 

‘‘The number of members shall consist of six hundred 
resident and two hundred non-resident members.” 

This is an increase of one hundred in the resident mem- 
bership. A number of applications are upon the bulletin 
board, and can now be acted upon. 

The second amendment, which was also adopted bya 
large majority, was as follows: 

‘The constitution may be amended at any meeting of the 
Club by a vote of two-thirds of the members present, pro- 
vided such amendment is approved within sixty days by a 
majority of the Board of Governors. A notice of the pro- 
posed amendment shall be furnished to the secretary and 
posted on the bulletin board of the Club at least twenty 
days before the meeting at which it is proposed to consider 
the amendment, and the secretary shall cause such notice 
to be printed and sent to each member at least ten days be- 
fore such meeting.”’

Itis a pastoral scene entitled ‘‘ Le 
Soir,” by Louis P. Dessar. This picture has hung in the 
Salon at Paris, took a medal at the World’s Fair, and will 
be sent to the St. Louis Exposition.

In addition there were quite a number of non-official vis- 
itors, and as very many of the members and guests were 
accompanied by ladies, nothing was wanting to make the 
assemblage harmonious and attractive. The meeting was 
called to order by the chairman of the reception commit- 
tee, Mr. Huhlein. After a few appropriate remarks by this 
gentleman he introduced Morris B. Belknap, president of 
the Louisville Board of Trade. who, in an eloquent address, 
extended the welcome of the city at large and of its busi- 
ness men especially, to the visitors. He said that the city 
had thrown wide open its doors to welcome them, and 
hoped their stay might be pleasant and profitable, adding 
that they were certainly among their friends, who wished 
them great prosperity and full enjoyment. 

A. D. Langstaff, president of the Association, next took 
the chair, and after a few appropriate words acknowledg- 
ing the invitation of Mr. Belknap, delivered his annual ad- 
dress in the following words: 

PRESIDENT LANGSTAFF'S ADDRESS. 

As president of the Association and in my own behalf it 
affords me genuine pleasure to express appreciation for the 
generous welcome offered us. 

This appreciation is increased inasmuch as you have ex- 
tended the welcome to the friends whom we have invited 
to meet us in your city. It would be superflous to make a 
statement relative to the hospitality of Kentuckyians, as it 
is acknowledged everywhere. Wherever we meet a Ken- 
tuckian, whether on his native heath or other lands, we 
soon receive evidence that he possesses toa marked degree 
that kindliness of manner and generosity of spirit that con- 
stitute the true gentleman. This old Kentucky welcome 
that you have extended your guests to-day adds confirma- 
tion to the exalted estimation in which you are held by those 
who have been your guests on former occasions. I have 
enjoyed that honor. I was personally very well satisfied 
when the members of our Association, having received 
invitations from both Pittsburg and Louisville to hold our 
next annual meeting at their respective places, decided to 
accept the invitation from Louisuille because of its more 
central location. 

Among the other inducements offered by the resident 
member of our executive committee, Capt. C. F. Huhlein, 
was a genuine Kentucky welcome. Upon a previous occa- 
sion, upon a similar errand as that which has brought us 
here to-day, I in company with several of our Association, 
visited this city. Upon that occasion our party was offered, 
touse Mr. Belknap’s words, when he welcomed us, a hearty 
welcome. We were received with outstretched hands and 
were escorted to visit friends, some of whose domiciles 
were ‘‘around the corner.” We were taken in carriages; 
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we were taken in drags to visit the beautiful parks, and 
when sudden rain overtook us by the wayside we were 
invited to the hospitable home of Capt. Charles Sample. 
There we beheld crushed ice and various kinds of liquids 
that are calculated to improve the taste of crushed ice. 
While the rain poured down from clouds, dispelling the 
heat that had ranged from go to 100, we, at the invitation 
of our host and his lovely wife, proceeded to follow the 
example of Mother Earth, and while she was partaking of 
refreshing showers we partook of crushed ice, showered 
with that product of which this same Mother Earth of Old 
Kentucky is so famed. 

Some of the company would, between these inside show- 
ers, look out of the window to see if the rain still continued, 
apprehending that the discontinuance of the outside 
shower would be sufficient cause for the discontinuance of 
the inside shower. When we entered Capt. Sample’s home 
our temperature was go to 100; when we departed our 
spirits were revived and our temperature was lowered as 
were the spirits that were found in Capt. Sample’s. 

At the close of our journey we were invited to a lunch. 
Here another surprise awaited us, for instead we found a 
banquet board adorned with flowers. Gathered about it 
there were brought the most palate pleasing solids and 
fluids. The welcoming hands, the drives, the entertain- 
ment by the wayside, the lunch a la banquet, was what Mr. 
Belknap termed a hearty welcome. 

When I received Capt. Huhlein’s invitation and read the 
words ‘‘ We will give you an old Kentucky welcome,” I at 
onve recalled our previous ‘‘hearty welcome.”’ Anticipat- 
ing that it would be more comprehensive, and having the 
welfare of my fellow members at heart, when I wired him 
our acceptance I placed a limit on the extent of the wel- 
come as pertaining to refreshments. 

Speaking of refreshments at the Richmond convention, 
you may all know that Virginia is specially noted for won- 
derfully fragrant mint, which, when partially submerged in 
cettain liquids and frozen water, produces a beverage 
worthy of the mother of states. It was noted at that con- 
vention that the Kentuckyians were very partial to this bev- 
erage. There is no question but that old Kentucky exceeds 
all other States in the production of that liquid. I have 
never heard that her soil produces mint. I have heard, 
however, that she produces the finest blue grass on the face 
of the earth. Iam not prepared to state how far nor to 
what extent blue grass could be substituted for mint in the 
beverage alluded to, but I know there is such a love for 
‘*Old Kaintuck ” in the hearts of her sons that they would 
be prepared to assert that whatever fragrance might be 
lacking in the blue grass of Kentucky when used in that 
composition as compared with the mint of Virginia would 
be more than compensated by the superior aroma of the 
liquid. 

Kentuckians love their State. They have reason to be 
proud of its products. Whenever the question arises as to 
which State produces the finest grasses it is always answered 
—kKentucky in the production of her famous blue grass sur- 
passes all others. 

Whenever the question is asked as to which State pro- 
duces the most world renowned thoroughbred horses, whether 
the horse is required to draw the coach and must be pos- 
sessed of stately carriage and reasonable speed, whether 
the horse is required for calvary purposes and must possess 
speed and endurance and intelligence so that he will under- 
stand the bugle’s blast when given on the battlefield, or 
whether for the race track, where he is required by his 
speed to outstrip all competitors, the question is always re- 
ferred to the blue grass fields of Kentucky. 

When a boy upon my father’s farm in Canada I read the 
history of Kentucky, and my youthful fancy was filled with 
the story of brave men and equally brave women, who. 
possessed with the spirit of advancement, whose motto was 
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‘‘onward,”’ willing to endure the hardships and privafions 
of frontier life, had left the comforts of home behind to 
build another home in those primeval forests. I read that 
when the husband would go to his work in the morning he 
always carried his trusty rifle, which was ever near him 
during the day, so that he might protect his home from the 
wild beasts or equally wild but no less merciless Indian. I 
read that while the wife remained at home attending to the 
domestic duties she also had near at hand another rifle, 
to the use of which it was essential that she should be 
accustomed so that she might defend herself and the lives 
of her children from the same foes. We need not wonder 
that from such fathers and mothers have come the fair and 
beautiful women and the brave and honorable men that 
justly lay claim to that ‘‘Old Kentucky Home,” of which 
poets have written and musicians have sung. 

These annual meetings which bring together the mer- 
chants and manufacturers from the various States are pro- 
ductive of business benefits. They afford opportunities to 
make new friends and renew old friendships. They serve 
to link together by business interests and social ties, which 
are among the strongest links that can be forged, the citi- 
zens of various sections of our common country. 

That these social opportunities may be enhanced we have 
invited the ladies to attend our conventions. Officially and 
personally I extend to the ladies who have accepted our in- 
vitatious a very sincere welcome and hope that your enjoy- 
ment may be as complete as is our pleasure in having you 
with us. 

The purposes of our Association are to promote business 
and social relations among its members. At our last con- 
vention, held in Richmond, invitations were extended to 
manufacturers and importing firms, with whom the mem- 
bers of our Association had business relations, but with 
whom during the past years, asa result of changed condi- 
tion of business, they had not had opportunities of personal 
association. 

It was a very great satisfaction to all of us to grasp the 
hands of those friends, and in the conversations that fol- 
lowed there were many reminiscences of past days that 
were referred to, which were very interesting. ‘‘Old Times,”’ 
when profits were larger was very thoroughly discussed and 
compared with the then depressed times, with the conclu- 
sion very distinctly in favor of ‘‘old times.” There were 
none who escaped the anxiety attendant upon those dark 
days. Yet there were some at that convention that were 
more sanguine than others, who were confident that the few 
rays of sunshine which were endeavoring to pierce through 
the gloom and the clouds that surrounded us would be fol- 
lowed by others, and the clouds would be dispelled and sun- 
shine reign supreme. 

One of the beneficial results of that meeting was the en- 
couragement given in that direction. That brighter times 
have come andthere are less clouds and increasing sun- 
shine all over our land is evident. Even the clouds that re- 
main have a golden or silver lining in accordance with the 
financial views of the individual. 

I sincerely hope that each one of you has felt the sunshine 
of returning prosperity, and that for many years to come 
your pathways may be brightened by the light of increas- 
ing profits, and that the smiles upon your faces may betoken 
inward happiness, that should always possess those who by 
untiring energy, coupled with intelligently directed efforts, 
produces a satisfactory balance in your profit and loss ac- 
count. 

No longer does each mail bring us the sad tidings of lower 
prices which have been absorbing profits faster than we 
could make them, as has occurred during the past three 
years. First came the news prices are steady; then came 
prices advancing; then came the glad tidings, prices are 
withdrawn. Let us forgetthe dark hours of the past and 
with our faces turned to the light that is daily enlarging, fol- 
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low the glorious example of the pioneer men and women of 
Kentucky and let our watchword be ‘‘ Onward.” 

The business to come before the convention will be indi- 
cated at the several sessions. In previous communications 
to the members of the Association that have been printed 
in the trade journals I stated the benefits that have accrued 
from the plans formulated at previous conventions. I hope 
that increased good results may follow the efforts to be made 
at this convention. 

At the conclusion of the president’s address remarks were 
made by Hugh McCaffrey, of the McCaffrey File Works, 
Philadelphia; Irby Bennett, of the Winchester Repeating 
Arms Co., of Memphis, and others. 

F. F. Gilmore, on behalf of the local committee of arrange- 
ments, briefly outlined the arrangements which had been 
made for the pleasure of the members and their guests. He 
stated that at the close of the afternoon session, carriages 
would be provided for a ride about the city and its suburbs, 
and that on Wednesday evening there would be an excur- 
sion on the Ohio River with music, refreshments, etc. 

Mr. Huhlein read a letter from Mr. Nott, vice-president 
of the Louisville & Nashville Railroad Co., inviting the 
members of the Association and their guests to accept the 
tender of a special train on Thursday or Friday, in which 
to visit the Mainmoth Cave. 

On motion of W. P. Smith, of Knoxville, the thanks of 
the convention were tendered to the local committee arid to 
others who had done so much for the entertainment of the 
Association. 

A recess was here taken. 

At the afternoon’s meeting Secretary Smith reported that 
the roll-call showed that twenty-nine houses were repre- 
sented either in person or by proxy, and it was also stated 
that ten or fifteen more firms were represented in the city. 
The fact that stock taking is going on in many of the south- 
ern Hardware houses accounts for most of the absences. 
Letters were received trom most of these expressing regret 
at their inability to be present. 

He also announced that he had retired from the Hardware 
business to engage in another line, and therefore tendered 
his resignation of the office of secretary. He desired to 
express his sincere thanks to all the members for the com- 
plete and efficient co-operation he had always received, 
which had made the performance of his duties a pleasure 
rather than a task. He asked that his resignation be at 
once accepted, as his health would not permit him to act 
longer at the existing convention. 

President Langstaff expressed the sentiments of all the 
members in acknowledging the very efficient manner in 
which Mr. Smith had performed his duties, and asked the 
pleasure of the meeting as to whether Mr. Smith should 
continue till the regular election or whether a secretary pro 
tem. should be appointed. 

Mr. Mandlebaum, of Little Rock, suggested that it would 
be best for Mr. Smith to continue in the performance of his 
duties with the aid of a stenographer, who had been em- 
ployed for the purpose, but the Convention voted to accede 
to Mr. Smith’s request and Mr. J. J. Mandlebaum was 
elected secretary pro tem. to serve until the regular elec- 
tion. 

The president announced that the meeting was now open 
for the transaction of such business as members desired to 
bring before it. He had suggested subjects for papers and 
discussions to the members and waited for results, so that 
a programme be arranged for the remaining sessions. 

E. W. Gathright read a paper upon dating bills ahead, 
with reference also to the time given upon goods, and the 
charges for boxing and carting. Remarks were made by 
W. E. Gibbons touching a grievance committee. Other 
discussions and routine business occupied the remainder of 
the session. At5Pp.M. the meeting adjourned to meet at 


10 A.M. on Wednesday in the parlors of the Galt House. 
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The evening was spent by the members and their guests in 
pleasant drives about the city and suburbs. Thirty-five 
carriages were in line, and a stop was made at the Boule- 
vard Club House for refreshments. 

Wednesday was given to the discussion of Association 
business. It was thought best that less publicity should be 
given to these gatherings than has been the case heretofore. 
It was decided that a number of amendments to the con- 
stitution were necessary, and after full discussion of the 
matter the document was changed in various respects, and 
is now as follows: 


THE AMENDED CONSTITUTION. 

ARTICLE I.—NAME. 

This Association shall be known as the Southern Hardware Job- 
bers’ Association. 

ARTICLE 2.—OBJECTs. 

The objects of this Association are: 

Section r. A permanent organization of the Hardware jobbers 
of the South, for the purpose of promoting more intimate social 
relation among them, and consequently a more friendly feeling. 

Section 2. To encourage and promote the commercial interest 
of the Hardware jobbers of the South in every way possible. 

Section 3. To foster and encourage, through social intercourse 
and united efforts, that which will inure to our mutual benefit. 


ARTICLE 3.—MEMBERSHIP. 

Section 1. The members of the Association shall be composed 
of wholesale Hardware firms doing business in the Southern 
States. 

Section 2. Any firm or corporation whose main business is the 
selling of Hardware at wholesale, and whose sales as jobbers shal] 
amount to at least $100,000 per annuin, upon application to the 
secretary in writing and a four-fifths vote of the Executive Com- 
mittee, may become a member of this Association upon subscrib- 
ing to the constitution and by-laws and payment of $10 member- 
ship fee in advance, and agreeing to pay annual dues of $30 with. 
in 30 days after each annual meeting. 

Section 3. In the event of any member ceasing to do a jobbing 
business it shall be deemed a cause for dropping his name from 
the roll of this membership. 


ARTICLE 4.—OFFICERS. 

Section 1. The officers of the Association shall be a president, 
two vice-presidents, secretary-treasurer and an Executive Com- 
mittee of four. The president shall be an e2-0ffczv member and 
chairman of the committee. The Executive Committee and offi- 
cers shall hold their offices for one year, or until their successors 
shall be elected, and all shall serve without compensation, except 
secretary-treasurer, the amount of whose compensation and bond 
shall be fixed by the Executive Committee. 

Section 2. In case any office shall become vacant by reason of 
death or otherwise, the Executive Committee shall have power to 
fill the unexpired time. 

Section 3. All officers excepting the secretary-treasurer shall be 
elected by ballot at the regular annual meeting, each firm or cor- 
poration member of this Association shall be entitled to one vote 
only, and the candidate who shall receive the majority of votes 
cast shall ne duly elected. The secretary-treasurer shail be ap- 
pointed by the Executive Committee, and need not necessarily be 
a member of the Association, and shall be required to give bond 
from indemnity company for the faithful performance of his 


duties. 
ARTICLE 5.—DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 


Section 1. It shall be the duty of the president to preside over 
all meetings of the Association and of the Executive Committee, 
and generally to exercise the functions of a presiding officer. 

Section 2. It shall be the duty of the vice-presidents to act in 
the absence of the president in the usual order. 

Section 3. It shall be the duty of the secretary-treasurer to keep 
a record of all meetings, to attend to and keep all correspondence 
of the Association, to collect all moneys due the Association, and 
disburse the same as instructed by the president and Executive 
Committee, and such other work as may be provided by the Ex- 
ecutive Committee. 

ARTICLE 6, 

The Executive Committee shall meet at least once in every six 
months, or upon call of the president, and three shall be neces- 
sary to transact business at such place as the majority of the com. 
mittee may elect, the expense attendant upon such meetings, ex- 
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cept the annual meeting, to be borne by the Association. It shall 
be its duty to perform such duties from time to time as may be 
necessary for carrying out the spirit and intent for which the As- 
sociation was organized. It shall have charge of the disburse- 
ment of all funds of the Association, elect the secretary-treasurer, 


and fix his salary and bond, and have power to engage such other. 


employees as may be necessary to carry on the work of the Asso- 

ciation, and, if necessary, make assessments pro rata not to ex- 

ceed $10 for each member, to defray the legitimate expenses of 

the Association. ‘The reports of all committees shall be referred 

to it before the same shall be presented to the Association. 
ARTICLE 7. 

Any member may delegate, in case of unavoidable absence, a 
representative, who shall be a member of said firm or corpora- 
tion, to represent them at any meeting, who shall present written 

His vote 
shall be binding. 
ARTICLE 8. 
The annual meeting of the Association shall be held on a date 
et by the Executive Committee at such a place as shall be named 
by resolution at the last previous meeting; but the same may be 
changed by the Executive Committee in the event of an errer- 
yvency warranting such change. Notices of such change shall be 
nt toeach member at least 30 days previous to the meeting. 
Special meetings may be called by the president upon written re- 
quest or not less than ten members. Notices of same shall be 
sent to each member at least 15 days previous to the meeting. 
A majority of the members attending shall constitute a quorum 
for the transaction of business. 
ARTICLE g. 

The following standing committees, of three members each, 
shall be appointed by the president to serve for one year, or until 
their successors are appointed, subject to the approval of a major-

‘Transportation Committee, Grievance Committee. 
ARTICLE 10. 

The order of business at each annual meeting shall be: 

1. Roll call of members. 

2. Reading of minutes of last meeting. 

3. President’s address. 

4. Report of Secretary-Treasurer. 

5. Reports of committees. 

6. Miscellaneous business. 

7. Nomination of officers. 

8. Election of officers. 

ARTICLE IT. 

Any member desiring to withdraw from the Association shall 
vive notice to the secretary at least 30 days prior to the annual 
meeting. 

ARTICLE 12. 

Any amendment or alteration of this constitution and by-laws 
may be made at any regular or special meeting by a vote of two- 
thirds of all members present and voting.

A DAY IN A CAVE, 
Thursday was devoted to a trip to the Mammoth Cave, 
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the Louisville & Nashville Railroad Co. having generously 
tendered a special train for the conveyance of the Associa- 
tion to the wonderful place. The reporter of the Courter- 
Journal has so graphically and entertainingly described the 
events of the day that we are tempted to make use of his 
report in full: 

The Southern Hardware jobbers wanted to take Mam- 
moth Cave home with them. They literally took posses- 
sion of everything in the neighborhood, and from their de- 
portment implied that they would like to gostill further and 
include the L. & N. railroad in their list of wants. In every 
respect they had everything moveable, and that, too, with- 
out even the trouble of asking. 

Mr. T. J. Fernley was the autocrat of the feasting table, 
and Lord High Nearly Everything Else. He is from Phila- 
delphia, but was not so sober in his demeanor as the pro- 
verbial lawyers of the Quaker City. His strong point is in 
his speech-making propensities, comprising a faculty to say 
funny things. He was called on for a speech as soon as the 
visitors reached the cave. With his eyes fastened on a nail 
about four feet above his head on the wall of the platform 
he advanced steadily and with a sudden fling stuck his hat 
onit. Then he gazed at the crowd, evoked a laugh and 
began. He stated that he was unprepared for a speech. 
‘If [had only known, I might have composed one in ad- 
vance,’ and he reached into his pocket and pulled out some 
manuscript, which he indicated to be a typewritten address, 
but which by the man near him was seen to be only a price 
list. He fingered it nervously, as though to find the place, 
and suddenly pitched his voice to duplicate the average fire- 
eating orator. ‘‘I feel very much like the man who deliv- 
ered the oration upon the completion of the great structure 
of Mammoth Cave, in the year, I think, 1835. Everybody 
in this State—what State is this?—had looked forward to 
the event with great longing. The Governor was the 
speaker. He was an illiterate man, having been brought 
up in the Hardware business. He had prepared a fine 
oration. ‘Ladies and gentlemen and fellow-citizens,’ said 
he,” Mr. Fernley paused and showed how the Governor 
had forgotten his speech. ‘‘‘Ladies and gentlemen and 
fellow-citizens,’ he began again. After the Governor had 
started about a dozen times he finally managed to wrench 
out, ‘Ladies and gentlemen and fellow-citizens: Forty 
years ago this land was a howling wilderness—and damn 
it, I wish it was still. Mr. Fernley continued to refer to 
the price list for information, and by the time he had fin- 
ished everyone was so weak from laughter that an adjourn- 
ment had to be taken tothe dining-room. 

The crowd, which numbered about three hundred, 
plunged into the cave at two o'clock, taking a combination 
route, which comprised the best parts of the long and short

routes. 

They came to the point called the ‘‘ Methodist church 

‘« This,” called out the guide, ‘‘ is the Methodist church.” 

‘‘Why don’t you call it the Baptist church?” put in some 
one. 

‘* Because it’s too dry.” 

The laugh was on the crowd. 

When Star Chamber was reached, Miss Margaret Mul- 
doon, upon special request, sang several solos, which greatly 
enhanced the grand effect. The entire crowd was musical, 
and at Echo River all joined in a grand chorus in the sing- 
ing of ‘‘Nearer, My God to Thee.” One or two who were 
purely disinterested pronounced this very fine. 

At one time one member of the party felt faint and a call 
was made for some relief. ‘‘ Has anybody any whisky?” 
cried the guide. 

‘“Yes-s-s,"” echoed through the cave, and everybody 
laughed. Some one said something or other about it being 
Kentucky. 

‘‘Fat Man's Misery” came near being the Waterloo of 
Groans, sighs and rivers of perspiration fol-

lowed swift and fast. The guide stood at the end of the 
tight passage, and whenever a corpulent man reached the 
large chamber safely he told them this was ‘‘ Great Re- 
lief.”” Then there was applause. Every fat man, indeed, 
who made asafe exit was a hero and was loudly applauded. 
Mr. Fernley was one of these. ‘*Speech! speech!” called 
a cruel voice, but Mr. Fernley had not strength enough to 
respond. He at once sought a big rock and sat down and 
rested. 

The final and greatest test was the ‘‘ Corkscrew.” No 
one is willing to say he was vanquished, though he has a 
higher opinion of himself to-day than he had last week. 
‘‘T can climb the Alps,” said one, ‘‘after this.”’ ‘‘ This is 
the dryest corkscrew I ever saw,’ remarked one old Ken- 
tuckian.

Nothing inimi- 
cal to the trade at large is fostered in associations of this 
kind; on the contrary we think that in abolishing abuses 
and improving methods they form a school where even the 
most experienced may learn something of value. The 
Southern Association is composed of brainy, well-equipped 
men, and should be congratulated on its success thus far 
in accomplishing the ends for which it was formed.” 


A SUCCESS. 


CREDITS THEIR APPLICATION. 

An interesting paper upon ‘‘Credits and their Applica- 
tion,” was prepared by N. A. Gladding for presentation at 
the meeting of the Association, and is here given in full: 

Mr. President and Gentlemen: The subject of ‘‘ Credits 


AND 


and their Application ’’ has been more thoroughly reviewed 
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and discussed within the past twelve months than ever be- 
fore. The panic of 1893, with the great number of failures 
attendant upon same, in all departments of trade seems to 
have been the means, to a large extent, of arousing the 


_greatest possible interest among the credit men of manu- 


facturing and jobbing concerns in the matter, causing them 
to carefully investigate the causes leading up to these fail- 
ures and to prepare ways and means of guarding against 
being caught in the future. 

If you have been reading the papers offered at various 
business 1nen’s conventions and the contributions of credit 
men to the different journals, on this ali important subject, 
you have seen what an almost exhaustive discussion it has 
received. 

The great question is how have we and how are we prof- 
iting by all this? Has the discussion and investigation into 
credit methods been of any benefit? I am sure it has been 
to many of us. We would think little of ourselves or of 
others if no improvement was shown. It is plainly to be 
hoped that more conservatism is exercised in the giving of 
credit, in that much more care is being exercised along the 
lines of the debtor character, experience, record, etc., of 
which we spoke last year. The system of blanks recom- 
mended to this association at its last meeting has been put 
in use by some and found to be very beneficial in ascertain- 
ing the standing of would-be customers, and it has been my 
good fortune to be in correspondence with credit men in 
other parts of the country from whose system of blanks | 
have been able to obtain valuable points. 

Credits is a subject that is always new, vet 
There are certain principles to be applied year in and year 
out according to location and circumstances. Experience 
is the one great teacher, and yet after we think we know 
just how to do it, losses will still be made. It has been 
eoratifying to myself to know that the past year’s business 
resulted in a smaller percentage of loss than the previous 
year, and I believe that it can be reduced to a minimum by 
careful application of the lessons learned from the past and 
from study of the subject. 

Besides the blank for inquiry regarding character, etc., 
sent to other houses, I believe it is a great help to the col- 
lection department to have statements properly worded, 
and they should be sent promptly each month to each cus- 
tomer. Each statement should give date draft will be 
made for account due unless remittance is duly received. 
Notice should also be sent to customers where drafts are 
sent to hand, and if no returns are received within ten or 
twelve days another final notice should be sent. Notices of 
notes should be mailed customers, as often bank notices 
do not reach them in time. No advertising matter should 
be enclosed with statement, asit is very liable to injure the 
effect of the demand for payment. Keeping posted as to 
your customer’s condition is one of the most vital points for 
the credit man to observe. It is useless to give a claim to 
an attorney for collection after the debtor is covered up by 
mortgage or judgments. That is like locking the barn door 
after the horse is stolen. Keep posted; don’t let the cus- 
tomers get in too deep. Know that your man is good and 
collect promptly; that’s the meat in the cocoanut. 

If your customer don’t pay reasonably prompt quit 
selling him. Failures and losses would be fewer if credit- 
ors were more stringent. The trouble is that creditors are 
dishonest to themselves or untrue, if you prefer the word, 
afraid the customer will get mad and trade elsewhere if 
made to pay prompt. Let him go. Your business will be 
better off at the end of the year and the other fellow’s 
worse. Iam fully aware that policy is a good thing in its 
place—but we have too much of it in granting credit, but 
more particularly in matter of collections. How long, oh, 
Lord! how long will it continue?

Nuts and Bolts: At a recent meeting of the Bolt & Nut 
Manufacturers’ Association, held in Cleveland, and to which 
we referred in a previous issue of HARDWARE, it was de- 
cided to make a Io per cent. advance in prices, to take effect 
on July ist. Practically, however, an advance of about 7 % 
per cent. is in force now, the jobbers forestalling the Asso- 
ciation somewhat. The price of material going up caused 
the manufacturers to advance their prices. 

Tacks: The demand continues fair, and the market may 
be said to be in better shape than it has been for some time. 
Prices remain unchanged. 

Wire Nails: There is no change in the price of Wire 
Nails, the quotations being $1.20 base, Pittsburg, car-load 
lots on dock, New York, $1.35; Mills 
have all the orders that can possibly be handled during 
June, and a price has not been fixed for July, though it is 
confidently expected that the price will be advanced to 
cents per keg. Manufacturers claim that they have no 
stocks or they could sell in advance of the Association

prices now. Some express the idea that as soon as the 
supply exceeds or equals the demand, the upward tendency 
will be checked, the trouble now existing is that the de- 
mand by far exceeds the supply. The present condition of 
affairs seems to suit all hands, as there is more money in 
the business forall, from the man who draws the rods, to 
the man who markets the nails.

THE CLEVELAND TRADE. 

In looking back over the past two weeks we find that 
there is nothing in the situation to discourage, but rather 
everything to encourage. The advances in prices which 
have been made are supported by public sentiment, and it 
is therefore safe to predict that they are permanent; in- 
deed, we find many who believe that a still further ad- 
vance will come before long. 

Seasonable goods continue to move in large quantities, 
and all staple goods are in active demand from those who 
desire to purchase before another advance. 

The prospects for fall are excellent, andif nothing occurs 
to injure the crops we will undoubtedly see a very decided 
improvement in business from the first of August on. 


THE PHILADELPHIA TRADE. 

It is pleasing to report that, although the season is very 
late and the usual midsummer dullness should now make its 
appearance, trade is still keeping up to an unusual extent, 
and while prices are still advancing they have by no means 
reached the limit. 

The phenomenal demand for bicycles shows few signs of 
dropping off, and we are so far behind on orders that we 
dread the sight of atelegram. <A few days ago, when there 
seemed to beatemporary lull, we were rash enough to send 
out some postals stating that we had a small stock; this has 
brought us such a deluge of orders that we are more than 
ever behind. The bicycle craze of 1895 will (unless it is 
eclipsed by that of 1896) be long rememoered as a most re- 
markable trade episode; indications, however, point to a 
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still larger demand next year, as the popularity of bicycling 
seems to be deservedly on the increase. 

The advances in the prices of, Hardware are still main- 
tained, and as most of them have been very moderate. 
dealers are usually very willing to pay a small advance 
which is asked. 

Wire Nails are very firm and higher prices are promised 
for next month, and while the advance in Wire Nails is 
apparently heavy it is more than justified by the advance in 
raw material. 

Billets have advanced fully $5 per ton and Rods some $6 
to $7 per ton. The advance in raw material in turn is 
caused by the advance in labor coke, etc., so that the 
higher prices seem to rest on a sure foundation, and it may 
reasonably be expected that the low prices which have pre- 
vailed for the past two years are to be succeeded by a 
period when values will be nearer the just figure, manufac- 
turers and dealers alike will be able to realize a living, and 
like the prophets of old we say: 

‘* Hasten the day!”

THE BOSTON TRADE. 

There seems to prevail through the Hardware trade a 
more cheerful feeling than has been noticed for the past 
five years. Orders are coming in freely, and retailers seem 
to be impressed with the fact that the low prices which have 
prevailed can no longer continue, and are anticipating their 
future wants to a limited degree. 

Reports from factories, cities and towns throughout New 
England show that labor is more generally employed than 
last year, and an increase in wages which has already been 
made and is likely to follow, must necessarily increase the 
purchasing power to that extent that we feel assured that 
the outlook for autumn business is very promising. 

Staple goods are advancing, as right they should, and we 
welcome any legitimate change in this direction, and only 
hope that manufacturers will act judiciously, and prevent 
disastrous consequences that always follow a commercial 
boom.

dition to purchase large quantities of merchandise and pay 
up back irterest on mortgages held in the East and do con- 
siderable towards reducing them. 

Building operations in the Twin Cities are not extensive, 
but quite an improvement on last year. It is a little early 
yet for us to expect much in this line. Labor, asa rule, is 
quite well employed. The city is expending a large sum 
of money on areservoir and filter, and a new dam across 
the river a short distance below St. Anthony Falls also em- 
ploys a great many men.

Place the shoe (S) in an upright position on the door, about six inches from back and flush with the top; fasten securely, slide the 
‘heck into the shoe until the lugs (B) fit solid, then put in the end-screw (D). Bring arm (L) down to the transom-rail till it rests 
firmly, then put in the screws and the spring is ready for adjustment. 

HOW FO ADJUST IT. 

The thumb-screw (E) regulates the air check. A very slight turn changes the result. If the door slams, tighten it up. If it checks 
too soon, loosen it. It shoul d check about three inches from the closing. If the spring is weak, increase the tension by turning up the 
ratchet-wheel (C) one cog. Care should be taken that the spring is not made too strong. If the spring swings the door easily, it is 
strong enough. Regulate the closing by the screw (E). In case that the transom-rail has a raised moulding. shorten the arm (R) by 
changing it into the next hole. Alsw, in putting the armon the pintle, see that it is securely fastened and rigid. The checks are 
reversible for right or left-hand doors by simply changing the arms from one side of the pintle to the other. Follow the above direc- 


tions, and the spring will give good satisfaction.
